Brethren,  and  Sisters,  too, 
“Present”  on-Sunday  means  just 
exactly  that  It  means  being 
present  at  Sunday  school  dur¬ 
ing  the  Sunday  school  hour,  and 
not  at  some  other  place  or  time. 

Just  a  few  days  ago.  a  letter 
came  from  a  superintendent 
stating  that  his  pastor  wanted 
to  count  present  on  Sunday  all 
those  in  the  Cradle  Roll  depart¬ 
ment  who  were  visited  during 
the  week. 

There  are  two  things  wrong 
here:  One  is  that  people  not 
present  are  not  present.  The 
other  is  that  the  Cradle  Roll 
department  is  for  the  babies 
birth  through  three  years  of  age 
who  do  not  attend.  That's  why 
we  have  the  Cradle  Roll.  Many 
people  need  to  learn  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  the  Cradle  Roll 
department  and  the  Nursery  de-f 
partment.  Both  minister  to  the 
same  age  group  —  birth  through 
three  —  but  one  is  for  those 
who  do  not  attend  Sunday 
school  and  the  other  is  for  those 
who  do  come. 

No,  it  is  still  true  that  count¬ 
ing  a  calf's  tail  a  leg  docs  not 
make  it  a  leg.  Also,  counting 
people  present  on  Sunday  when 
they  are  not  there,  does  not  get 
them  there.

BOGOTA,  Colombia  (RNS)  — 
Interior  Minister  Lucio  Pabon 
Nunez  asked  authorities 
throughout  the  country  to  exert 
“careful  surveillance”  over  non- 
Catholic  pastors  and  members 
of  their  congregations  to  see 
that  they  comply  strictly  with 
existing  regulations  concerning 
their  activities. 

In  a  circular  letter  sent  to 
provincial  governors  and  to 
chief  authorities  in  outlaying 
territories.  Minister  Pabon 
Nunez  said  he  has  evidence  that 
many  non-Catbolic  pastors  and 
their  followers  have  devoted 
themselves  to  the  task  of  dis¬ 
tributing  anti-Catholic  leaflets. 

He  said  this  literature  “gives 
offense  to  the  Roman  Pontiff, 
the  Catholic  clergy,  the  myster¬ 
ies  and  practices  of  our  relig¬ 
ion,  which  is  equivalent  to  ser¬ 
ious  attack  against  the  best 
qualities  of  the  national  soul 
and  obviously  is  a  disturbance 
of  public  order.” 

The  letter  said  that  “such  acts 
should  be  exemplarily  punish¬ 
ed  as  police  cases.” 

The  word  “Protestant”  was 
avoided  in  the  circular.  But 
some  newspapers  said  Protes¬ 
tant  pastors  were  responsible 
for  the  distribution  of  “offen¬ 
sive”  leaflets.  One  paper  said 
such  leaflets  were  placed  un¬ 
der  doors  here.

History  reveals  that 
throughout  the  centuries 
there  have  always  been  those 
who  have  stood  true  to  the 
Faith.

The  Canadian  Side 

By  N.  H.  PARKER

Belatedly  I  have  seen  a  copy 
of  the  Religious  News  Service 
release  published  in  the  June 
30  issue  of  the  Baptist  Record 
under  the  title  Canadian  Bap¬ 
tists  Warned  of  Invasion  by 
Southern  Group.  Because  it  is 
tremendously  important  for 
Southern  Baptists  to  see  the 
entire  situation  through  Cana¬ 
dian  eyes.  I  venture  to  present 
the  Canadian  point  of  view. 

Having  been  a  resident  of 
Canada  for  thirty  years  and  a 
naturalized  ctMaen  for  half  that 
time,  and  having  long  been 
bound  up  in  the  bundle  of 
Canadian  Baptist  life,  1  apt  per¬ 
sonally  involved,  of  course;  and 
my  own  feelings  run  deep. 

What  our  Convention  did  was 
to  seize  its  first  opportunity  to 
register  its  protest  against 
1  Southern  Baptist  intrusion  into 
j  Canada  and  to  express  (1)  its 
dissatisfaction  with  such  assur¬ 
ances  as  our  General  Secretary 
has  so  far  obtained  tha't  the 
infiltration  will^_stop.  and  (21 
its  wariness  of  all  schemes 
whereby  Canadian  Baptists 
might  accept  money  from  a 
Southern  Baptist  treasury. 

The  result  of  the  discussion 
was  virtually  unanimous  ap¬ 
proval  of  a  resoultion  request¬ 
ing  that  the  Canadian  Baptist 
Federation  (which  represents 
all  three  Canadian  Baptist  Con 
ventions)  endeavor  to  convince 
Southern  Baptists  that  the  Mi¬ 
lam  resolution  should  be  res¬ 
cinded.  Had  our  people  known 
in  June  of  1954  what  had  just 
happened  at  St.  Louis  their  re¬ 
solution  would  no  doubt  have 
been  passed  then;  but  they  did 
not  know. 

In  order  to  understand  how 
Canadian  Baptists  feel  about 
Southern  Baptist  infiltration 
into  Western  Canada  one  must 
bear  in  mind  several  important 
facts.  Southern  Baptist  leaders 
have,  on  the  whole,  been  ex¬ 
tremely  gracious  toward  our 
own,  who  immediately  arose  in 
protest  when  they  heard  what 
was  going  on.  1  myself  have 
been  personally  assured  by  a 
number  of  noble  southerners 
that  they  are  ashamed  of  what 
has  been  done  and  our  General 
I  Secretary  could  multiply  my 
list  by  ten  We  have  reason  to 
believe  that  the  vast  majority 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  deplore  both  the  affilia¬ 
tion  of  Canadian  churches  and 
the  adoption  of  the  Milam  re¬ 
solution.  Hence  we  fear  no  fur¬ 
ther  aggression  from  their 
hands;  but  we  are  still  left  with 
the  keen  awareness  that'  the  • 
judgment  of  such  men  does  not  ] 
always  determine  w;hat  happens 
on  the  fringes  of  their  consti¬ 
tuency. 

In  the  second  place,  Canadian 
Baptists  of  the  three  strong, 
historic,  and  progressive  con¬ 
ventions  that  compose  the  Bap 
list  Federation  of  Canada  and 


represent  Canada  in  the  Bap¬ 
tist  World  Alliance  feel  that 
Southern  Baptists  have  grossly 
.sinned  against  the  canons  of 
courtesy  and  against  the  spirit 
of  the  Alliance  Covenant  by 
coming  into  Canada  to  affiliate 
certain  churches  which  have 
fought  us  tooth  and  nail  for 
thirty  years,  counting  that  day 
Ktsl  when  they  did  nothing  to 
injure  our  name  and  retard  our 
influence.  It  was  the  late  Dr. 
T.  T.  Shields  who  launched 
those  churches  on  their  career 
of  discord.  He  sought  the 
friendship  and  support  of 
Southern  Baptists  at  the  time 
but  contemporary  leaders  like 
Mullins,  Truett,  and  Scar¬ 
borough  refused  him  and  stood 
loyally  by  their  Canadian  breth 
ren.  Now  we  behold  those 
churches  snugly  ensconced  in 
the  bosom  of  what  is  supposed 
to  be  a  friendly  body  and  we 
fare  the  melancholy  prospect 
of  being  fought  by  them  under 
the  banner  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  And  it  was 
all  done  behind  our  backs.  No¬ 
body  said,  "By  your  leave,”  or, 
"How  will  this  affect  our  fra 
tor-rial  relationship’" 

The  third  fact  follows  hard 
upon  the  second.  Canadian  Bap¬ 
tists  have  nothing  to  learn 
about  the  autonomy  of  local 
congregations,  nor  would  they 
ever  dispute  the  freedom  of  lo¬ 
cal  churches  to  seek  affiliation 
wherever  they  wish.  They  do 
not  feel  that  they  have  any 
quarrel  whatever  with  the  three 
churches  in  question. 

But  here  is  the  crux  of  the 
matter:  Canadian  Baptists  be¬ 
lieve  that  liberty  involves  mor¬ 
al  responsibility  for  churches 
as  well  as  for  individual  men. 
They  believe  that  no  church 
can  press  its  liberty  beyond  giv¬ 
en  limits  without  doing  wrong, 
that  this  is  not  a  question  of 
what  Southern  Baptist  ran  do 
within  the  definition  of  liberty 
so  much  as  of  what  they  should 
do  within  the  definition  of  fra¬ 
ternity  in  Christ. 

The  fourth  fact  to  consider 
is  the  Canadian  spirit  of  na¬ 
tionalism.  Nothing  could  be 
more  repugnant  to  them,  the 
Baptists  in  particular,  than  the 
idea  of  an  “alien"  Baptist  or¬ 
ganization  presuming  to  make 
Canada  a  mission  ftbld,  Let 
these  sentiments  be  right  or 
wrong,  if  Southern  Baptists  do 
not  wish  to  make  Canadian 
Baptists  despise  their  very 
name  they  had  better  stay  out. 
In  saying  this  I  must  also  stress 
the  sad  reluctance  with  which 
Canadian  Baptists  would  accept 
the  necessity  of  opposing  and 
resisting  the  spread  of  any  oth¬ 
er  brand  of  Baptist  work.  We 
do  not  want  the  distasteful  task 
Southern  Baptists  seem  to  be 
forcing  upon  us. 

In  the  fifth  place,  Canadian 
Baptists  are  convinced  that  the 
resolutions  adopted  by  the  Sun¬ 
day  School  Board  and  the  Home 
Mission  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  last  fall  do 
not  provide  the  securities  we 
need.  True,  they  promise  thqt 
no  paid  servant  of  a  southern  , 


agency  shall  solicit  the  affilia¬ 
tion  of  a  Canadian  church. 
They  do  not  promise  that  the 
thing  already  begun  will  come 
to  an  end-  To  our  people  they 
even  seem  to  contain  more  of 
threat  than  of  promise  because 
they  tacitly  reaffirm  the  moral 
right  of  any  local  group  of 
Southern  Baptists  to  establish 
itself  in  Canada,  and  by  offer¬ 
ing  assistance  to  just  any  Bap¬ 
tist  church  in  Canada  they 
make  it  possible  for  a  faction 
alist  church  to  tap  southern  re¬ 
sources  for  financial  aid  even 
though  that  might  mean  stran¬ 
gulation  for  our  work  in  some 
area  where  there  is  competi¬ 
tion.  We  are  grateful  for  the 
spirit  in  which  those  resolu¬ 
tions  were  passed,  but  we  feci 
that  as  long  as  the  Milam  re 
solution  is  unrescinded  there 
is  a  dagger  pointing  at  us.  We 
do  not  forget  that  it  was  the 
convention  as  a  whole  and  not 
merely  the  people  of  Oregon 
and  Washington  who  passed 
that  resolution. 

Finally,  Canadian  Baptists 
are  exteremely  wary  of  all 
schemes  for  co-operation  with 
Southern  Baptists  that  involve 
money  or  that  may  bring  anoth¬ 
er  convention  into  Canada.  It 
embarrasses  us  to  say  so  but 
it  is  true  To  accept  another's 
money  inevitably  results  in 
putting  oneself  into  his  power 
We  are  afraid  of  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  because  they  are  too  big 
and  too  rich  and  by  their  own 
confession  unable  to  govern 
their  own  house.  Every  man 
who  has  spoken  for  them  on 
the  current  issue  has  made  the 
plea  that  the  Oregon-Washing- 
ton  Convention  cannot  bb  con¬ 
trolled  —  while  that  organiza¬ 
tion  points  with  pride  to  the 
approval  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  as  a  whole.  It 
was  in  discussing  this  point  of 
Southern  Baptist  irresponsibil- 
ty  that  1  myself  used  the  meta¬ 
phor  of  the  elephant  as  a  bed¬ 
fellow,  upon  which '  the  press 
Seized  with  avidity.  None  of  the 
other  characteristics  of  that 
noble  animal  are  pertinent  to 
the  case,  —  his  memory,  his 
predominant  gentleness,  or  his 
usefulness  as  a  beast  of  burden. 
If  anyone  can  improve  on  the 
figure  of  speech  I  will  gladly 
accept  his  amendment. 

In  this  connection  something 
should  be  said  about  a  specific 
instance.  Our  General  Secre¬ 
tary,  and  the  Advisory  Council 
of  the  Canadian  Baptist  Federa¬ 
tion,  last  fall  accepted  on  their 
own  authority  a  gift  of  $5,000 
from  Southern  Baptists  toward 
the  establishment  of  our  new 
cause  in  Newfoundland.  Conse¬ 
quently  there  is  widespread 
embarrassment  amongst  u  s. 
Most  definitely  we  honor  the 
generosity  of  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists.  Never  would  we  be  so 
discourteous  as  to  return  a  gift 
freely  given  and  accepted  by 
our  representatives.  Neither 
would  we  think  of  censuring 
respected  denominational  re-

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be  allowed  to  reach  the  floor 
of  our  Convention.  But  in  pri¬ 
vate  conversations  I  have  yet 
to  find  the  first  Canadian  Bap¬ 
tist  who  Ts  happy  about  that 
transaction. 

What  I  have  been  saying  re¬ 
presents  what  I  know  to  be  vir¬ 
tually  unanimous  Canadian 
Baptist  sentiment.  I  have  writ¬ 
ten  because  I  know  very  well 
indeed  that  my  own  homefolks, 
the  Southern  Baptists,  are  in 
the  final  test  nothing  less  than 
Christian  gentlemen.  Without 
any  desire  to  fix  personal 
blame  for  what  has  been  done 
I  prefer  to  believe  that  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention 
was  induced,  without  suffici¬ 
ently  prolonged  deliberation,  to 
take  a  step  which  is  out  of  t  r- 
mony  with  its  real  characler. 
Let  the  onus  rest  upon  bad 
judgment  and  hasty  action. 
What  may  happen  in  the  fu¬ 
ture  I  dare  not  prophesy,  but 
I  earnestly  hope  that  Southern 
Baptists  may  yet  have  enough 
to  redeem  their  -own  good 
name.  It  will  be  a  tragedy  of 
the  first  magnitude  if  they 
choose  to  stand  alone  under  the 
moral  condemnation  of  other 
large  sections  of  the  Baptist 
World  Alliance.
